Tributes as 
quad biker 
in fall dies 

A MAN who suffered serious head 
injuries after falling from a quad 
bike died three days after the acci¬ 
dent. 

Ricky Hudson fell while riding 
along Quinton Road West, in Quin¬ 
ton, near Halesowen, last Tuesday, 
August 11. 

The 41-year-old father of three 
sons, who is from the Quinton area, 
was not wearing a helmet at the time 
of the crash at 6.50pm. 

He was taken for treatment at Bir¬ 
mingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital but died from his injuries on 
Friday morning. 

Mr Hudson’s grieving family paid 
tribute to the ‘devoted’ father who 
had supported his wife through can¬ 
cer treatment. His organ donations 
have given four people hope in their 
fight for life, they said. 

The family is now calling for a 
change to the law asking for riders 
of quad bikes to be legally required 
to wear helmets. 

Sgt Paul Hughes, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s Collision Investigation 
Unit, added: “This is a tragic event 
which has left a family devastated.” 

Anyone with information on the 
crash is asked to call police on 101. 


A PROPOSED cash deal for a new Dudley mosque has 
been unanimously rejected by council bosses - mean¬ 
ing the long-running saga is set to rumble on. 

Dudley Muslim Association (DMA) had made a £325,000 offer to 
bring an end to the dispute over plans for a replacement mosque. 

But, on Monday night, the council’s cabinet rejected the out-of-court settlement and 
the two sides will now return to court in October. 

An action group of councillors and the mosque’s leadership could be formed to look 
at sites other than that proposed off Hall Street. But the scheme was met with scepti¬ 
cism by DMA representatives who pledged to carry on the fight in the courts. 

A small group gathered outside Dudley Council House ahead of the cabinet meeting 

to protest against the decision to reject the 
cash offer. 

Dr Arbab Nazir, speaking on behalf of 
the DMA, said: “This was an historic oppor¬ 
tunity to solve this issue once and for all. 

“It was a key step which could have been 
taken to improve community and interfaith 
and race relations in Dudley. 

“That opportunity has been missed out 
on. The mosque community did all it could 
to resolve this issue amicably. I do not 
think it could have done any more. 

“We are fully resolved in taking this mat¬ 
ter to the courts and to fight it there.” 

Council Leader Pete Lowe said he hoped 
the DMA would have a change of heart and 
work with councillors to find an alternative 
site. 


Driver hurt 
as car rolls 
over in crash 


A DRIVER was seriously injured 
after his car rolled several times 
in a crash in Oldbury - smashing 
through a sign and hitting a lamp- 
post. 

The car came to a rest on its side 
in Dudley Road East at around 
11.25pm on Sunday. 

Fire crews worked with paramed¬ 
ics to free the man, in his 20s from 
the vehicle. 

He suffered a cut to his face, thigh 
wound, suspected broken ankle and 
suspected spinal injuries. Debris was 
scattered across the road. 

Ten firefighters from Oldbury and 
Tipton stations using hydraulic cut¬ 
ting equipment to cut the man free 
from the wreckage. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Chris Kowalik said: “The 
driver was removed from the car 
with the use of a long spinal board 
before being transferred to a scoop 
stretcher. 

“He had a bad cut to his face, a 
thigh wound, a suspected broken 
ankle and suspected spinal injuries. 

“He was fully immobilised, given 
an anti-haemorrhage drug and was 
taken on blue lights to Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital Birmingham.” 


Open 


He said: “All we can say as a council is 
that from this moment our door is abso¬ 
lutely wide open for the establishment of 
an action group with representatives from 
all parties to exhaustively look at all the op¬ 
tions for a replacement mosque and we can 
do no more than that.” 

The DMA’s cash offer was previously 
considered over two days by a scrutiny 
panel made up of cross-party councillors 
in July. Its report to the council’s cabinet 
acknowledged the need to replace the ex¬ 
isting mosque in Castle Hill, but said the 
site in Hall Street was not suitable for the 
development. 

As well as recommending the cabinet re¬ 
ject the offer, the scrutiny panel proposed 
the creation of the action group, made up of 
councillors from all parties and representa¬ 
tives of the mosque’s leadership. 

The council and the DMA will now meet 
in the High Court in October after the DMA 
previously appealed a decision which would 
allow the council to buy back the land.

Crazy paving theft 


BRAZEN thieves have stolen more 
than 200 bricks from a footpath at 
a Quarry Bank home. 

Homeowner Gary Brookes, aged 
53, discovered the theft as he put 
out his bins. 

The ‘Brick Nicker’ ripped up 
more than 200 historic bricks from 
the footpath at the side of his prop¬ 
erty, off New Street. 

“The whole thing has been bi¬ 
zarre,” he said. “It is the cheek of it 
really -1 couldn’t believe it.” 

Just fragments of some of the 200 
bricks are left scattered with weeds 
and mud showing where the narrow 
pathway once was. 

Mr Brookes beleives the bricks 
may have been stolen to order as 
they were manufactured by a firm 


with significant local heritage, Mob- 
berley & Perry of Stourbridge. 

He said: “The insurance guy 
thought the bricks had been stolen 
to order. He said they were expen¬ 
sive bricks and quite irreplaceable. 
Maybe someone took them to take 
them to one of these reclaim places. 
Maybe they had a nice little payout 
-1 don’t know.” 

The bricks were taken from Mr 
Brookes’ home either overnight on 
July 31 or while he was at work the 
following day. 

Just last month, a thief - named 
the Darlaston Brick Nicker - tar¬ 
geted a public footpath, stealing 
more than 50 blue Victorian bricks 
during three raids in as many 
months.

The 71-year-old said: “He’s got bruising 
all down his arms and legs, and a big swell¬ 
ing on his head and over his eye. 

“The two young men who did this need 
to give themselves up and go the police, it 
is very serious what they have done. 

“They should have stopped, they left my 
cousin for dead.”

Action demanded over 
hospital parking fees 

POLITICIANS have called for 
Government intervention after 
it was revealed hospitals in the 
region charge up to six times 
more for an hour’s parking than 
at their nearest public car parks. 

Visitors have to fork out up to £2.60 
for short stay parking at their local 
hospital - but are charged as little as 
40p for a council car park. 

Sandwell Hospital and Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital currently charge the most for 
an hour’s parking at £2.60, while council 
car parks across Sandwell charge just 40p 
for an hour. 

In Dudley, motorists can pay just 60p 
for an hour at a council car parks. Rates 
at Russells Hall Hospital were recently in¬ 
creased, with an hour’s parking rising from 
£2 by another 60p. 

Charges are slightly lower at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s New Cross Hospital, where 
visitors pay £2.30 for an hour. City centre 
council-owned car parks charge as little as 
60p for the same amount of time, though 
bosses at New Cross pointed out that their 
long-stay prices are cheaper than many city 
centre car parks. 

Private 

In Walsall, the Manor Hospital charges 
£2 for an hour. People parking on council 
car parks in the town must pay for up to 
two hours, which costs either £1 or £1.10. 

Private car parking firm NCP allows mo¬ 
torists to park in Church Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton, for an hour for just 50p. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said he 
would call on the Government to take ac¬ 
tion, while Councillor Bill Etheridge, who 
famously quit his role as a hospital gover¬ 
nor over the issue, branded the price hike 
‘utterly disgusting’. 

He said the charges ‘go against the prin¬ 
ciples’ on which the NHS was founded. 

The Royal Wolverhampton Trust, which 
runs New Cross, said tariffs were compared 
with other hospitals each year and that the 
‘charges reflect this comparison’. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust said its 
rates were ‘comparable to trusts in the 
local area’ and offers weekly concessionary 
passes. The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs Russells Hall, de¬ 
clined to comment.

Cheekbone 
broken by 
husband in 
row at pub 

A MAN fractured his wife’s cheek¬ 
bone after hitting and pushing her to 
the ground during a pub row. 

Lee Prescott lashed out at his wife 
Jemma after the argument broke out 
at The Lawnswood pub, Wordsley, 
during the early hours of March 2. 

Prescott, 48, of Hill Morton Road, 
Four Oaks, Sutton Coldfield, was seen 
to strike her in the face before push¬ 
ing her to the ground. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
she had fallen to the ground following 
the push and hit her head. 

Mr Patrick Sullivan, prosecuting, 
said: “She remonstrated with her hus¬ 
band before leaving the pub. 

“She was seen by a passer-by, who 
knew her, and saw that she was in 
distress.” 

Mr Sullivan said Mrs Prescott had 
suffered brushing over her left eye, 
blood in the same eye and a minimally 
displaced cheekbone fracture. She was 
treated at Russell’s Hall Hospital and 
has since made a full recovery. 

Prescott pleaded guilty to a charge 
of grievous bodily harm and, at the 
crown court last week, he was given a 
10-month prison sentence suspended 
for two years and ordered to pay his 
wife £500 compensation. 

Prescott also has to pay the prose¬ 
cution costs of £320 and a £100 victim 
surcharge. 

The court was told Mrs Prescott 
had not pursued a prosecution and it 
looked like they would reconcile. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defending, said 
his client was ‘remorseful and thor¬ 
oughly ashamed’ of his actions. 

Business rates 
scam warning 

TRADERS are being warned over a 
business rates scam after a Dudley 
firm fell victim. 

In exchange for a fee of more than 
£1,000, the company was led to be¬ 
lieve it would have its business rates 
reduced on appeal. Instead the bogus 
service merely lodged the necessary 
paperwork with the valuation office - 
something which can be done for free. 

Dudley Council said the fees paid 
could outweigh any benefit gained and 
rates may also be increased. 

The bogus firms particularly target 
small businesses which are advised 
to ask anyone offering the service for 
contact details of past clients. 

Councillor Rachel Harris said: “Our 
advice is to say no to firms who cold 
call offering a rating appeal service.”

The overall pass rate across the West Midlands 
rose by 0.3 per cent this year to 98.1 per cent. 

Ellowes Hall Sports College in Lower Gornal 
posted record breaking results, with students re¬ 
cording the school’s highest ever average points 
score and more than 50 per cent of entries at A2 
or equivalent being awarded grades A* or A. 

Headteacher Alan Jasper said: “We wish to 
congratulate all our sixth form students on their 
outstanding results this summer.” 

At Dudley College the pass rate increased for 
the third year in a row, while at Bishop Milner 
Catholic College, 48 per cent of results were at 
A*-B grades and 75 per cent came in at A*-C, 
while the ACE Academy in Tipton saw a 100 per 
cent A-Level pass rate.

Record number off to universities 


A RECORD number of students 
are heading to university this year 
despite a narrow drop in the num¬ 
ber of top A-level grades nation¬ 
wide, official figures show. 

The number of boys and girls 
awarded the coveted A* and A 
grades dipped to 25.9 per cent, 
down 0.1 per cent on last year. But 
the overall pass rate has risen to 
98.1 per cent. University admis¬ 
sions service Ucas said 409,410 


people had already been accepted 
on to higher education courses in 
the UK, up three per cent on last 
year. 

Official figures also suggest that 
students have tried to increase 
their chances of gaining entry to 
top universities by taking more 
traditional subjects such as maths, 
science, modern languages and 
English literature. Schools min¬ 
ister Nick Gibb claimed the rise 


in students taking facilitating 
subjects is ‘clear proof that the 
Government’s introduction of 
the English Baccalaureate perfor¬ 
mance measure at GCSE has en¬ 
couraged more people to continue 
studying core academic subjects. 

The EBacc recognises students 
who achieve at least a C at GCSE 
in English, maths, two sciences, 
history or geography and a lan¬ 
guage.

IN the United States (where else?) law¬ 
yers acting for comedians and comedy 
writers are threatening to claim damages 
against people who nick jokes from Twitter 
and other sources and then recycle them 
as their own.

Bus drivers caused delays to gain fares 


A BUS firm has been stripped of all 
but one of its services after drivers 
were caught delaying other buses. 

Drivers for GRS Travel were found 
to be intentionally causing delays so 
they could pick up extra customers. 

A hearing of the Traffic Commis¬ 
sioner for Wales and the West Mid¬ 
lands heard how GRS Travel buses 
moved considerably slower than sur¬ 
rounding traffic, causing queues to 


form behind. Traffic Commissioner 
Nick Jones called the practice ‘pred¬ 
atory and potentially dangerous’. 

He said: “I use the word ‘danger¬ 
ous’ as a bus deliberately driving too 
slow for the prevailing traffic caus¬ 
ing queues will lead to temptations 
by other road users to overtake and/ 
or drive in a manner that potentially 
causes danger. The selfish behaviour 
of drivers deliberately travelling 


slowly was an obvious potential haz¬ 
ard.” 

The firm is owned by Gurdaver 
Ram and is based at Dudley Road 
East in Tividale. 

Mr Ram, who had been subject to 
a previous inquiry and sanctioned in 
January 2014, was handed a £2,200 
fine and told he can not run more 
than one service until August 2017. 
He was unavailable for comment.

Fewer stray dogs are 
collared on streets

FEWER dogs are being 
picked up on the streets of 
Dudley and more of those 
rescued are being returned 
to their owners, following 
campaigns by officers. 

From April to June this year, 
the council’s stray dog collec¬ 
tion service picked up 57 an¬ 
imals compared to 99 in the 
same period the previous year. 

Of the 57 strays, 32 were claimed 
by their owners, with only 26 of 
those found being microchipped. 
The previous year 45 of the 99 
strays were claimed by owners. 

The snapshot reflects what has 
been a general drop in the number 
of strays across the borough since 
2012. 

In 2014-15, 355 dogs were col¬ 
lected compared to 522 the previous 
year and 562 in 2012-13. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, said: 
“It is great to see such a drop in the 
number of stray dogs across Dudley. 
We have regular sessions to promote 
responsible dog ownership which is 
having a big impact. 

“Owners have a responsibility to 
ensure their dogs are well looked 
after and do not cause a nuisance 
to the public and other pet owners. 
Dogs must wear a collar and iden¬ 
tity disc with name, address and 
telephone number so that they can 
be reunited with their owner if lost.” 

Found dogs are taken to a kennels 
in Stoke. If they are not claimed 
within seven days they are put up 
for rehoming. 

From next April there will be a 
legal requirement that all dogs must 
be micro chipped and registered to 
an approved database by the time 
they are eight weeks old. 

The council stages regular events 
in partnership with the RSPCA and 
Dog’s Trust where owners can bring 
along their pet to be microchipped 
for free while they wait. 

The council suggest responsible 
dog owners should make sure their 
dog is under control and on a lead 
and walked every day so they have 
the chance to meet other dogs. 


Protesters in call for junction to open

FRUSTRATED residents holding banners and signs 
staged a protest on Sunday, calling for an M6 slip road 
in the Black Country to be reopened. 

Junction 9 for Wednesbury has been closed since Jan¬ 
uary and drivers have become increasingly frustrated 
the road remains shut as no work is actually being done 
on it. It had been due to re-open in June but the closure 
was recently extended until November. 

A dozen people were at the protest, calling for the road 
to reopen and receiving beeps of support from passing 
drivers. 

They actually stood on the closed slip road which 
usually takes drivers onto the southbound side of the 
motorway. 

Last month, Highways England revealed the slip road 
is being kept shut because of work it is doing elsewhere, 
amid fears it would add to congestion on the link road 


a protest on Junction 9 of the M6 to get it reopened 

to the M5 if it was open. It leaves drivers in the Black 
Country forced to take long detours to get onto the M6 
further down, even if they have no intention of joining 
the M5. 

As well as adding extra time to people’s trips to work, 
protesters are concerned the traffic gridlock will lead to 
safety issues when schools start back in two weeks, with 
2,000 pupils crossing the roads each day. 

They are calling for the road to re-open immediately 
or for Highways England to consider opening the road 
during peak times to ease traffic issues. An online peti¬ 
tion has been signed by almost 1,000 people so far. 

Sandwell Councillor Elaine Costigan was at the pro¬ 
test and said: “The people here today are really people 
who support safety and want to try and stop congestion. 

“We would like an urgent update from the highways 
agency and a date when it will re-open.” 


Club with 
'dark' past 
may have 
new future 

A FORMER snooker club with a ‘dark 
history’ that closed after a string of 
concerns including violence and al¬ 
leged drug-taking could reopen to 
host boxing and wrestling. 

The On Cue Snooker Club, in Crad- 
ley Heath, had its licence taken away 
after concerns had been raised about 
the venue almost two years ago. 

Sandwell Council’s licensing panel 
members claimed the venue has been 
open out of hours and ‘run in a man¬ 
ner that promoted violence and disor¬ 
der’. 

Now the Halesowen Road venue 
will be run by a new operator and 
called Georges Snooker and Sports 
Bar, under proposals put forward to 
the council. 

Residents and ward councillors 
have met with the prospective opera¬ 
tors to raise concerns they had about 
the venue previously. 

Reassured 

These included fights and people 
taking drugs at the premises. 

Ward councillor Julie Webb at¬ 
tended the meeting and said they 
were reassured after speaking to the 
new operators. “This building has a 
dark history,” she said. “There were 
fights and people come out having 
taken drugs,” she claimed. 

“There will be CCTV at the club. 
They will be vetting the people com¬ 
ing in. I was quite reassured.” The 
premises is situated on the first floor 
above a number of shops including a 
fish and chip and convenience store. 

Barclays to shut 
down premises 

BARCLAYS has announced it will 
close its Old Hill branch later this 
year. The bank in Halesowen Road 
will shut in November. 

Barclays has already revealed plans 
to close sites in Lower Gornal and 
Hagley, sparking widespread opposi¬ 
tion. Bosses said they had taken the 
decision due to a fall in customers 
and the fact there are other branches 
nearby. 

Barclays Community leader Raj 
Dhaliwal said: “The way customers 
undertake their banking is changing 
as people increasingly use online, tele¬ 
phone and mobile devices. We must 
therefore evolve the shape and size of 
our branch network. 

“At the Old Hill branch, customer 
usage has declined by seven per cent 
in the last year alone.”

Concerns over 
council data leaks 

SENSITIVE personal information 
has been stolen or leaked in more 
than 300 data breaches by council’s 
in the Black Country and South Staf¬ 
fordshire over three years, new fig¬ 
ures claim. 

Sandwell Council has the second 
worst record in the country when it 
comes to confidential data breaches, 
with 187 instances recorded between 
2011 and 2014. Wolverhampton coun¬ 
cil also featured in the top 10, with 
100 breaches. 

Dudley Council saw six cases over 
the period, three of which resulted in 
disciplinary measures. 

In the UK there were 4,236 data 
breaches over the period. Privacy 
campaigners say this shows councils 
are failing to protect information. 

Library to shut for 
essential works 

LYE Library will be closed for two 
weeks from September 14 for essen¬ 
tial repair works. 

Ceiling plaster work will be com¬ 
pleted and carpet replaced. Users can 
return and renew items at set times.

“We’ve had great support from 
Dudley Council who’ve been open 
to new ideas for activities that could 
happen there and how we could make 
the Civic Hall more appealing.

Man stole £163,000 

for gambling debts 


A GAMBLING addict who stole 
£163,000 from his employers to pay 
off debts has been locked up for 
more than two years. 

Daniel Weaver used his role as a pur¬ 
chase ledger clerk for ATE Group, at 
Wolverhampton’s Boundary Industri¬ 
al Estate, to direct fake invoices worth 
£163,676.85 into his bank account be¬ 
tween November 2012 and June 2015, a 
court was told. 

When it became clear the company had rum¬ 
bled Weaver, aged 26, he fled to London, where 
he was eventually found in a casino. 

Weaver’s persistent thefts, used to pay off 
gambling debts, had a ‘significant impact’ on 
business at ATE Group and if his activities 
had been discovered any later, bosses would 
have had to consider making other members of 
staff redundant, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Prosecuting, Mr David lies said: “The 
amount was stolen over a period of some time. 
To his credit, he helped police track down 
where the money had gone as soon as he had 
been caught.” 

Weaver, from Cott Lane, Kingswinford, who 
pleaded guilty to theft, had no previous convic¬ 
tions and the court heard that until he started 
to take the money, he had built a reputation as 
a trusted worker. 

However, when his gambling debts piled up, 
he had used the money stolen to try and recoup 
his losses through more betting. 

He was handed a 26-month prison sentence, 
of which he must serve half before being re¬ 
leased on license. His behaviour had affected 
the company to the point that it posted a 
£9,000 loss in 2014, the same year Weaver stole 
£60,523. 

Defending, Mr Oliver Woodhouse, said the 
scale of what Weaver had been doing came as a 
shock to those who knew him. 

He said: “The defendant started gambling 
at age 19, placing football accumulators on the 
weekend. He always had a bit of spare cash be¬ 
cause he lived with his parents and could afford 
to place these bets. 

“He believes the turning point for him came 
when he placed a £5 bet that came in, winning 
him £3,500. From there, he started to chase 
that feeling of winning big and of course it 
never happened for him” 

Recorder Dean Kershaw said he had no 
choice but to send him to prison for 26 months.

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Borough sees a 
rise in claimants 

DUDLEY Borough saw one of the big¬ 
gest rises in people claiming Jobseek¬ 
er’s Allowance in the West Midlands 
last month.

Wyre Forest, including Kiddermin¬ 
ster, saw claimant numbers up 29 to 
735 and South Staffs up two at 741.

STAYING on the subject, Dudley town 
centre traders have hit out at the £6.5 mil¬ 
lion revamp of the market place, saying 
the money would have been better spend 
providing car parking. And in matters 
completely unconnected, Rex Johnson 
the jeweller is leaving town after more 
than 40 years. 

Meanwhile in Wolverhampton, E Marsh 
furniture store has moved out of the city 
centre after more than a century because 
of the pedestrianisation frenzy gripping 
the city. Still what do they know? They’re 
only traders, and they haven’t yet bought 
into the local government vision of vast 
hordes flocking to our shop-free towns to 
admire the block paving.

He 
also sent for Cynthia, who he had left back 
home with their seven eldest children. She 
arrived in 1955 with the youngsters and they 
went on to have six more. 

All together, the couple had Clarence, now 
74, Kenneth, 72, Madge, 70, Claudette, 68, 
Gloria, 65, John, 64, Adrian, 62, Joy, 59, Clive, 
58, Carlton, 56, and twins Byron and Dennis, 
52. Another son, Glen died in infancy. 

The Taylors also branched out to set up the 
haulage business, BL Taylor and Sons and the 
Caribbean Express coach firm that ran trips to 
places such as Blackpool and Skegness. 

The businesses were in Upper Villiers 
Street, Blakenhall, where they were also the 
landlords of six houses. They had a home in 
Himley Road, Dudley, which Sir Lenny Hen¬ 


ry’s parents once rented. Mr Taylor died in 
2006 aged 86 in Florida, where he was setting 
up another property venture. 

Mrs Taylor, who is now 94, was honoured 
by her huge family at a gathering at Bilston’s 
Hickman Park. More than 100 relatives at¬ 
tended, with some meeting their cousins, 
aunts and uncles for the first time. 

Across the five generations, the family has 
at least six nurses, three solicitors, along with 
builders, electricians, musicians, writers, ac¬ 
tors and businessmen and women. 

In addition to raising her children, Mrs 
Taylor, now of Greenly, Road, Parkfields, held 
down jobs as a care home cook and also as a 
lock worker at Yale in Willenhall. 

She said: “It is lovely to see all of my chil¬ 
dren and some of my grandchildren together 
in the same place at the same time. I’m having 
a good time.” 


Byron, a solicitor, of Penshore Close, Pende- 
ford, added: “Dad ran his businesses from our 
home. Life was hectic and challenging, as can 
be expected with a large family to look after. 

“He ran the Caribbean Express, which was 
a 52-seater coach, until the 1980s. He was also 
a sub contractor for other coach firms such as 
Don Everall. He also bought property in Flor¬ 
ida. He was very enterprising.” 

Son Kenneth, a retired mechanic, who now 
lives in London, added: “I came over in 1961 
and I used to go around with dad doing build¬ 
ing work. He was a jack of all trades and a 
hard worker. 

“He had some tipper lorries and I used to 
drive one of them. He had contracts with com¬ 
panies like McAlpine and we used to deliver 
materials used for building the M6 motorway.” 

Son Clarence, a father of 10, of Fowler 
Street, Blakenhall, said they were a loving 


family that held traditional values. “My mum 
and dad were very loving parents,” he said. 
“They taught us the meaning of love and re¬ 
spect. Mom is a practising Christian and goes 
to the Seventh Day Adventist Church in Ox¬ 
ford Street.” 

The celebration saw the Taylors take part 
in a photoshoot in the park followed by a meal 
at Wolverhampton Sickle Cell Care, where 
daughter Claudette is the centre director. 

Granddaughter Annobelle Taylor, 23, an 
administrator, of Clark Road, Compton, says: 
“There are no words to describe today. It’s 
just been amazing to meet up with everyone. 
Granny is also here. Days like this are bril¬ 
liant.” 

Celebration organiser, son Dennis, of 
Goldthorn Crescent, Goldthorn Park, con¬ 
cluded: “Our family has come a long waysince 
the early days here.”

Dudley Guest Hospital - some buildings will be retained as part of housing development 


MORE than 150 homes will be built on 
the site of a former hospital in Dudley, 
after plans were given the green light. 

Proposals for the old Guest Hospital 
site in Tipton Road were unanimously 
approved at a meeting of Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s development control committee. 

A massive noise-reducing ‘bund’, or 
embankment, covering one-fifth of the 
site will be constructed to block noise 
from the neighbouring Thomas Dud¬ 
ley Ltd Foundry. 

Two historic buildings from the old 
hospital — the administration block 
and the porter’s lodge — will be re¬ 
tained and converted into homes as 


part of the plan. The remainder will 
be demolished to make way for houses 
and flats. 

Plans have been in the pipeline for 
almost four years with negotiations 
between developers Wates Living 
Space and Dudley Council over the 
number of homes. 

The council’s public protection man¬ 
ager Tim dews said: “It’s been a long, 
hard battle to get to this stage.” 

Concerns were raised by Thomas 
Dudley that future residents could 
complain about noise, resulting in the 
bund to reduce the noise. 

There are 400 people employed at 


the foundry, which has been operating 
for nearly a century. 

Councillor Colin Elcock said: “We 
need to do everything in our power to 
protect this factory as it provides hun¬ 
dreds of jobs in this area.” 

He praised the plans, adding: “The 
site is very well set out, it’s been beau¬ 
tifully planned. 

“They’re also looking after the old 
site, which is good as Guest Hospital 
is a really iconic site.” 

The Victorian hospital closed more 
than a decade ago after most depart¬ 
ments moved to Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal.

CRADLEY Heath Labour Club has 
closed after more than 90 years after 
bosses admitted they could no longer 
afford to keep it running. 

The Graingers Lane venue was reg¬ 
ularly packed with drinkers in years 
gone by but has struggled in recent 
times. Members were told the club 
could no longer afford to keep running. 

The building, which is owned by the 
committee which runs it, has been put 
up for sale with a property developer 
having already shown interest. 

The labour club opened in 1922. 
Membership reached its peak during 
the 1960s. 


Club secretary Albert Gough said: 
“It has been down to a lack of member¬ 
ship and attendance. We have just run 
out of money, with our debts around 
£75,000. 

Sad 

“The building has been put up for 
sale but I do not know what will hap¬ 
pen with it. It is a very sad time for 
those people who have been regulars 
for some years. 

“In the end there were just 56 paid 
members, in the club’s heyday there 
were a few hundred.” 

Karon Roper, who worked behind 


the bar for around a year, was told 
two weeks before the club closed that 
she was going to lose her job. She ad¬ 
mitted the decision did not come as a 
huge surprise. 

“It’s been struggling for years, it 
had been in the pipeline for quite some 
time. 

“The price of beer is expensive and 
it’s one of those things with clubs, 
they are shutting up and down the 
country.” 

Cradley Heath councillor Julie 
Webb said: “It has served the commu¬ 
nity well. I just hope whoever buys the 
property can retain its use as a club.”

On January 26, they stole £2,000 from fruit 
machines at the Unicorn in Alspath Lane, Cov¬ 
entry, and went on to attack pubs across Dud¬ 
ley, Sandwell and Birmingham including The 
Hunting Tree, Alexandra Road, Halesowen, 
The Glassworks, Audham Road, Stourbridge 
and The Pheasant Inn, Abbey Road, Smethwick. 

Police say Lacey, aged 40, and Power, 38, then 
moved further afield to Cannock, Hereford and 


Banbury in a bid to avoid capture. But, after 
scouring hours of CCTV, West Midlands Police 
were waiting for them when they pulled onto 
the car park of The Man in the Moon, Harrow, 
Essex, early on April 1 this year. 

The BMW hire car had false plates, while two 
holdalls containing a large quantity of pound 
coins and two lump hammers were found in the 
boot. 

Detectives later searched Power’s home and 
found a stash of fruit machine takings. 

Lacey, from Sibdon Grove, West Heath, and 
Power of Crychan Close, Hawksley, both Bir-

mingham, admitted conspiracy to burgle and 
one charge of robbery at the Royal Hop Pole 
pub,Tewkesbury, where they threatened 
staff. 

They were jailed for seven-and-a-half and 
six-and-a-half years, respectively. 

Hawkins, 20, from Hollybank Road in 
Billesley, Birmingham, admitted roles in the 
last four raids and was jailed for three years. 

Other pubs targeted by the gang included 
The Crown, Alcester Road, Kings Heath, The 
Fox Inn, Sutton Coldfield, The Bristol Pear, 
Selly Oak and Devonshire Arms, Coventry.

Hit-run victim left in road

The pensioner, who lives in Sedgley, had 
been shopping at a nearby Spar store before 
being knocked down as he crossed Beacon Lane. 
He was taken to hospital with life-threatening 
injuries, though his condition is now improving. 

The men in the van are described as white, 
both believed to be in their 20s, and were each 
wearing high-visibility orange vests. 

The vehicle was missing two wheel trims and 
had a large custom-fitted lock on the rear doors.

MEMORY LANE 


Report by Carl Chinn 


VIVID news film of the con¬ 
flicts in Spain, Abyssinia and 
China of the mid-1930s on¬ 
wards brought home to the 
British people the awfulness 
of modern warfare. 

Mostly because it not only af¬ 
fected those in the Armed Forces, 
but it also devastated the lives of 
countless numbers of civilians. 

Distressing footage showed the 
panic of old men, women and chil¬ 
dren as they fled air raids and the 
onslaughts of enemy troops. It 
made plain the gruesome injuries, 
maimings and corpses. And it re¬ 
vealed clearly the havoc, desola¬ 
tion and inhumanity of war. 

The effects of aerial bombing in par¬ 
ticular affected the considerations of 
the British government. As early as 
1935, when appeasement was pursued 


vigorously and rearmament was still 
resisted, procedures were put in place 
for training experts to co-ordinate ci¬ 
vilian responses if war broke out and 
there were raids on Britain’s cities. 

Accordingly, organised evacuation 
was a major feature of wartime prepa¬ 
rations. On September 1, 1939, two 


days before war was declared, national 
and local plans were put into operation 
in Operation Pied Piper. It was the 
biggest movement of people in the his¬ 
tory of Britain. Those who went away 
did so with their schools, and around 
100,000 teachers were involved, acting 
as guardians for their pupils. Some of 


these were as young as five. In later 
evacuations, Tettenhall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Smethwick were places to 
which London evacuees were sent. 

Among those involved was the fam¬ 
ily of Des Stokes, who asks: “Since 
1946 from time to time I have tried to 
locate the three children who stayed 
with my family. There was a boy 
named Cornelius and his two sisters, 
Pamela and Patricia, all from Croy¬ 
don, Surrey. I never gave up hope of 
finding them and recently our search 
was rewarded, all due to my youngest 
grand-daughter Poppy, aged seven. 

“The school that she attends in St 
Albans in Hertfordshire gave her a 
book to read about the Second World 
War. My daughter suggested that 
Poppy should contact me because I 
had experienced what it was like dur¬ 
ing the air raids. Poppy was commu¬ 
nicating with me via an iPad. Whilst 
I was talking to my granddaughter, I 
was interrupted by my own daughter, 
who suddenly said ‘He is still alive!’. 
‘Who?’, I said, and she read out details 
of a man named Cornelius. 

“She had been using her computer 
and his name was followed by his ad¬ 


dress and contact number. I made a 
note of this and next day phoned the 
number, which was answered immedi¬ 
ately. We had a good chat and it was 
revealed that this was one of the evac¬ 
uees, and both of his sisters were still 
alive. 

“He also gave me the telephone 
number of Pamela, who was overjoyed 
to hear from me when I phoned her, 
as she too had been trying to find us to 
say thank you for caring for them all 
during their stay as evacuees. 

“We hoped that we could meet them 
soon. After 70 years, we had a lot to 
talk about, and it all started with my 
seven-year-old grand-daughter and 
her question about evacuees. We fi¬ 
nally contacted one of the evacuees on 
March 3, 2015 and a date was fixed for 
her to visit us on April 21. Between 
the two dates I had tried to find out 
any details of the dates that evacuees 
had arrived in Smethwick, also which 
school they had attended. I tried the 
Archives in Smethwick and Sandwell 
and ‘Smethwick Heritage’ magazine, 
all to no avail. It was looking as if 
there was no such thing as evacuees 
in Smethwick.” 


Des adds: “Inquiries directed me to 
the Thimblemill Library where I spoke 
to a lady who was on the board of gov¬ 
ernors and she promised to make a few 
phone calls. 

“She had our phone number and 
contacted us the day after to say that 
my wife and myself together with the 
evacuee could visit the school on April 
22. Whilst conducting this search, I 
was also looking into records on the 
evacuees’ brother, who had spent eight 
months in the Hollies (also known as 
Coopers Lane Open Air School), but 
with no result at all. 

“At long last the evacuee arrived on 
April 21 and next day we all went to 
Uplands School. On arrival the evac¬ 
uee immediately recognised the school 
and proved that she had attended dur¬ 
ing her stay in Mansion Crescent. 

“The guide showed us around and 
at the end produced documents for the 
evacuee and her sister which clearly 
showed her date of birth, when they 
started and when they left. 

“One of the classes intended to do a 
project on the Second World War, and 
both my wife and I will be invited to sit 
in front to answer questions.”

Time being called on 
derelict eyesore pub 


A DERELICT pub in Pensnett has 
become an eyesore which residents 
fear could hit house prices in their 
neighbourhood. 

They have raised a 1,500-strong 
petition demanding The Commercial 
pub at the junction of Bromley and 
Mullett Street, is redeveloped after 
standing empty for a decade. 

It has become a magnet for van¬ 
dals and flytippers with windows 
smashed and the building boarded 
up. 

Members of Corbyns Bromley 
Tenants and Residents Association 
say children have even broken into 
the unsecure cellar of the pub, which 
is known to flood. 

Broken 

The site is littered with broken 
glass and rubbish, which has in¬ 
cluded a dumped fridge. The rear 
courtyard is heavily overgrown. 

If they can get support, the res¬ 
idents will ask Dudley Council to 
commence legal action, to ensure 
the dilapidated state of the site is 
addressed. 

Association chairman Cath Lloyd, 
aged 50, who has lived in the area for 
20 years, said the pub has been left 
in a sorry state. 

“It is an eyesore and it has been 


one of the issues that has been 
raised at almost every meeting of the 
group,” she said. 

Mother-of-one Michelle Morgan, 
35, another member of the group, 
said action was needed now. 

“There are a people nearby that 
want to sell their homes but they 
can’t,” said Mrs Morgan, who has 
lived in Pensnett for eight years. 

“They have been told by potential 
buyers it is because of this pub. 

“It has devalued their homes.” 

She added: “After speaking with 
ward councillors and taking advice 
we thought there was no other op¬ 
tion to get together with one voice.” 

Campaigners say the are keen for 
the site to redeveloped but would 
also look to see the pub kept as a 
community centre to host youth 
groups. 

Copies of the petition have been 
placed in shops throughout the area 
and it can also be signed online at 
www.change.org, searching for The 
Commercial Inn. 

London-based Manorpress Prop¬ 
erties Ltd owns the pub, once run by 
Hansons. 

Manorpress could not be con¬ 
tacted for a comment.

Classroom crime 
figures showing 
increase in weapons 

ALMOST 4,000 crimes were reported in schools across 
the West Midlands over the past two years. 

According to figures released under the Freedom of 
Information Act, West Midlands Police were alerted to 
3,941 crimes committed in schools across the region in 
2013 and 2014, ranging from theft and drugs to sexual 
offences and possession of weapons. 

The most common crime was theft, with 1,368 cases 
across the two years, followed by violence against a per¬ 
son, which occurred 921 times. 

Over the two-years, possession of weapons more than 
doubled, rising from 19 in 2013 to 45 the following year. 

Sexual offences increased from 103 to 122 in 2014, and 
violence against a person also increased with 426 inci¬ 
dents recorded in 2013, and 495 in 2014. 

Recorded 

All other crimes decreased over the period, with theft 
showing the largest drop from 735 to 633. 

Arson and criminal damage offences were down from 
148 to 130. Drugs offences remained static with 40 re¬ 
corded offences in both 2013 and 2014. 

The figures come after a 14-year-old boy was given 
a 10-month referral order after pleading guilty to two 
charges of possessing a knife and one charge of using 
threatening behaviour. The teenager, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, has since been expelled. 

Despite an increase in crimes involving weapons at 
schools, knife crimes have been steadily falling in the 
West Midlands over the past decade, police say. 


Robber is 
sent to jail 
four years 
after crime 


A ROBBER threatened to cut a man’s throat 
after he befriended him on a bus and lured 
him to an isolated area to take his money, a 
court heard. 

Lee Ettlle was arrested three years after the at¬ 
tack took place when his victim spotted him at a bus 
station. 

The court was told Ettlle originally started chatting with 


the 21-year-old on the num¬ 
ber one bus service from 
Wolverhampton to Dudley. 

Mr Scott Coughtrie, pros¬ 
ecuting, told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court the victim 
gave his first statement on 
August 4, 2011, the day of 
the robbery, but was so dis¬ 
tressed he could not breathe 
properly. 

He spotted Ettlle on nu¬ 
merous occasions but each 
time he was gone before the 
police could find him. 

Ettlle was arrested on 
May 25 2014 after the vic¬ 
tim spotted him at Wolver¬ 
hampton Bus Station. 

Secluded 

Mr Coughtrie said on the 
day of the robbery the pair 
got off the bus and Ettlle 
popped into a public house 
for a short while. 

At Dudley Bus Station, 
where the victim was, Ettlle 
disappeared for about five 
minutes and returned with 
two other men. 

They invited him to leave 
the bus station to go visit 
some girls, Mr Coughtrie 
said, and he was taken to a 
secluded area. 

When he refused to 
hand over his phone it was 
snatched from him by one of 
the men and he was told it

would be returned if he gave 
them money. Taking him to 
a nearby cash machine, Et¬ 
tlle became frustrated when 
the victim deliberately en¬ 
tered the wrong PIN. 

Mr Coughtrie said: “He 
made a direct threat, say¬ 
ing ‘give us your money or 
I’ll cut your throat’. The 
defendant made a gesture 
by moving his jacket as if he 
may have a knife.” 

Ettlle, aged 41, had em¬ 
ployed a similar tactic on 
two previous occasions. 

Mr Mukhtar Ubhi, de¬ 
fending, said Ettlle told him 
he was drunk and on drugs 
at the time: “His brain has 
fizzled out over the years 
of taking so many illicit 
substances that he can’t ac¬ 
tually remember what hap¬ 
pened four years ago.” 

Since he has been in cus¬ 
tody he has been taking 
drug and alcohol courses, 
and is on methadone. 

Ettlle, previously of Fal¬ 
con Way, Russells Hall, is 
serving 21 months in prison 
for burglary, after being 
sentenced in June this year. 
Mr Kershaw sentenced him 
to a further 18 months for 
robbery.

OH Andy, well you came and 
you gave without taking, but 
will they send you away? 

For Andy Burnham, who vis¬ 
ited Brierley Hill last weekend, 
the stakes are far higher in this 
long-running and increasingly 
bitter leadership contest. 

Coming fourth in the 2010 election - 
behind even Ed Balls, who lost his own 
seat in Parliament five years later - he 
went into this bout with more to prove 
than the others. 

But as the frontrunner when the 
competition opened he is also the one 
many would consider to have the best 
chance of seeing off the challenge 
of Jeremy Corbyn - a task that gets 
tougher as the left-winger soars ever 
higher in the opinion polls. 

Damage 

One of his biggest challenges, how¬ 
ever, will be if he actually does win. 

Frequently, when Ed Miliband 
raised the NHS at Prime Minister’s 
Questions, David Cameron would 
point to the Mid-Staffordshire scandal 
as a way of shutting down the debate. 

What happens when the former 
health secretary who decided against 
a public inquiry, fearing it would dam¬ 
age the trust beyond repair, addresses 
the PM? 

The weekly question time is little 
more than an opportunity for grand- 
standing and showing off and Mr 
Burnham would undoubtedly fight his 
corner. Tom Watson, the West Brom¬ 
wich East MP, remains the favourite

to become deputy leader of the Labour 
party. But as Liz Kendall’s chances 
of becoming Labour leader begin to 
resemble those of an ice cream on a 
barbecue, a couple of her supporters 
have been made an offer they almost 
certainly can refuse. 

Wolverhampton MPs Pat McFad- 
den and Emma Reynolds both nomi¬ 
nated the shadow care minister. 

The two prominent players on the 
green benches, one shadow Europe 
minister and one shadow communities 
secretary, find themselves not exactly 
relishing the prospect of a Corbyn vic¬ 
tory. Step forward Gavin Williamson, 
the affable and always smiling Tory 
MP for South Staffordshire. 

“I’d be very willing to extend an 
olive branch to Pat and Emma if they 
ever wanted to join the Conservative

party,” he said. I’d imagine there’s 
more likelihood of the MPs paying 
the £9.99 to join the Official Monster 
Raving Loony Party than take up that 
offer but it’s always nice to be invited. 

Lichfield Conservative MP Michael 
Fabricant was sacked as a party vice 
chairman for his outspoken opposi¬ 
tion to high speed rail. 

But Jeremy Corbyn has questioned 
it as well and if he wins the Labour 
leadership and changes direction on 
HS2, it could upset the cross party 
consensus. 

Mr Fabricant had pondered throw¬ 
ing in £3 to sign up as a Labour sup¬ 
porter and vote for Mr Corbyn. 

Although with Labour having been 
on the look out for ‘entryists’, such 
a prominent Tory would have surely 
rung a few alarm bells.

pparently, just as a performance 
is about to begin, acclaimed 
British double bassist Chi-Chi 
Nwanoku feels as if she’s taking her 
marks at the starting blocks on an 
athletics track. 

Then, when the conductor’s baton 
comes down, Nwanoku is straight out 
of the blocks, working towards the 
finishing line. 

Actually, this admission from the 
London-based musician of Nigerian 
and Irish descent isn’t that surprising, 
because from the age of eight, Chi-Chi 
was destined for an international career 
as a 100-metre sprinter. 

At 16, she narrowly missed qualifying 
for the 1972 Munich Olympics, and two 
years later was on track for the next 
Games in Montreal. 

Then disaster struck - a knee injury 
meant that she could never again 
compete at a national level. 

Devastated, she returned to school, 
and thankfully discovered that fate had 
something positive in store for her 
- music. 

Nowadays, Nwanoku is established 
as principal bass with the Orchestra of 


the Age of Enlightenment, as well as 
being a chamber-music performer and 
professor of double-bass studies at 
London’s Trinity College of Music. 

She is also the host of a weekly 
requests programme on BBC Radio 3 
and was a jury member of BBC2’s 
Classical Star. 

Tonight, she joins Katie Derham for 
this week’s jam-packed edition of 
weekly magazine show Proms Extra. 

The pair will be joined by baritone 
Roderick Williams, who may be feeling 
a little sleepy after performing Bach’s 
much-loved Magnificat, Mass in G 
minor and Brandenburg Concerto No. 

2 alongside the BBC Singers and the 
Academy of Ancient Music during last 
night’s Late Night Prom at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Williams will also be looking forward 
to his next Proms appearance on 
September 11 when he is taking to the 
stage alongside conductor Sir Simon 
Rattle and the Vienna Philharmonic to 
sing part of Elgar’s intoxicating The 
Dream of Gerontius. 

Among the other Proms highlights up 
for discussion tonight are Bach’s solo 


violin works, which were performed so 
memorably by violinist Alina Ibragimova 
at the end of July. 

Katie, Chi-Chi and Roderick also look 
back on the National Youth Orchestra’s 
annual visit to the Proms a fortnight 
ago where they focused on Mahler’s 
bitterly beautiful Ninth Symphony. 

Their concert also opened with the 
world premiere of Tansy Davies’s 
Re-greening, a celebration of spring 
written specially as a complement to 
Mahler’s aforementioned work. 

Finally, there is footage and 
discussion of Daniel Barenboim’s West- 
Eastern Divan Orchestra, who 
performed at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday in a concert that was 
broadcast last night on BBC4. 

Barenboim took to the piano to play 
a trio of challenging pieces 
- Beethoven’s Triple Concerto, 
Schoenberg’s Chamber Symphony 
and Tchaikovsky’s Fourth Symphony. 

And if all that wasn’t enough, David 
Owen Norris once again gets ‘Inside 
the Score’ - delving deeper into the 
some of the music heard at the 121st 
season of the Proms.

An elite 
band will 
travel in 
comfort

Forget the Ferrari, banish the Bentley; if you 
want to stand out from the crowd you need 
the new Volvo S60 Cross Country. It’s go¬ 
ing to be a very rare sight indeed on British 
roads. 

Volvo reckons it will sell only 100 of these gently 
toughened saloons here each year, while explaining 
they will be much more popular in India and South 
America. 

They’re both areas of the world where a saloon car shape 
in seen as prestigious; here in the UK we favour the prac¬ 
ticality of a hatchback or estate and buy fewer booted sa¬ 
loons. Volvo meets part of that market by offering the new 
Cross Country as an V60 estate alongside the S60 saloon 
and expects to sell 850 of them in a year; rendering it a still 
rare sight but not in the hen’s teeth way of the saloon. 

Both sit near the pinnacle of a broad S/V60 range that 
starts at £21,005 for the S60 with 2.0-litre petrol power (the 
V60 estate is another £1,200) and are aimed at owners who 
want a car that stands out from the crowd, while offering a 
little more country lane ability. 

That latter attribute comes from suspension that pushes 
the Cross Country versions 65mm higher above the road (or 
grassy field) than standard cars and should help if you live 
along a bumpy, rutted lane. 

That’s the only genuinely useful upgrade for the ‘active 
lifestyle’ sort of buyer so beloved of car companies these 
days. The alloy looking skid plates under front and rear 
bumpers are styling touches only, helping onlookers tell the 
car apart from non-Cross Country versions if they’ve not al¬ 
ready clocked its unique design of alloy wheels, black radia¬ 
tor grille or modest plastic wheelarch extensions. 

Opt for the most expensive car in the S60 range, the 
£36,525 AWD Geartronic Cross Country Lux Nav, and you 
gain all-wheel drive and automatic gearbox, although the 
engine is an older 2400cc five-cylinder unit that produces 
notably poorer economy and emissions figures than the car 
tested here. 

It makes the same 187bhp as the newer 2.0 litre engine 
in the test car but with a little more low-speed pulling power 
and the benefit of auto gears if you’re happy to pay at the 
pumps for an easier life. 

Single 

The S60 Cross Country D4 Manual Lux NavTug tested 
here comes in a single specification at £33,695 (hardly 
worth the bother to offer more with predicted sales so tiny) 
but it’s a pretty luxurious take on country living. 

Standard kit includes leather upholstery, satellite naviga¬ 
tion, 18in alloy wheels, headlight washers, climate control, 
cruise control, auto dimming interior mirror and rear centre 
armrest with storage and cupholders. Surprisingly, heated 
front seats are extra, as part of an optional £675 winter pack. 
Another £150 buys a slimline spare wheel in place of a can 
of gloop. 

Slipping into the driver’s seat of the S60 Cross Country 
brings you face to face with a dashboard that looks a lot like 
those you’ll find in most other current Volvos - and that’s a 
good thing. It means the instruments are big and easy to 
read, and the switches for everything from heating to adjust¬ 
ing the radio are bold and obvious. 

Then you start up and move off, surprised to find a manu¬ 
al gearchange in a car that seems posh enough to take the 
auto route. But it’s an easy change to use and the engine 
is responsive enough to let you hang on to higher gears 
around town. It will also help on the economy front. 

My brief drive showed a respectable 41 mpg on the trip 
computer (67.3mpg is the official, but always optimistic av¬ 
erage) after a journey that gave no space to test the car’s 
130mph top speed or sprint to 62mph in 7.7 seconds. 

What was tested on some poor Cotswolds roads was a 
ride that delighted with the way it soaked up the bumps and 
constant little surface irritations. So the modest band of S60 
Cross Country owners are going to reach their weekend hol¬ 
iday cottage in some comfort.

SUV is just 
perfect for 
UK roads

Let’s sing the praises of the current Honda 
CR-V - developed and engineered for British 
drivers and built in Swindon. 

Too many manufacturers do a ‘one size fits all’ for 
drivers and road conditions to cover the entire conti¬ 
nent of Europe, and in many cases, other countries 
across the world. And we all know, as with so many 
things, one size does not fit all. 

That’s why driving the CR-V is such a pleasure, knowing 
engineers have looked at what we need and want in a car. 
Et voila, the result is a ‘size British car’. 

Honda’s CR-V is one of the most popular compact SUVs 
in the world with more than 750,000 sold since it was 
launched in 1997. 

This current model was upgraded for 2015 with a compre¬ 
hensive range of enhancements which made a very good 
car even better. These improvements included a high-power 
diesel engine, nine-speed automatic transmission that de¬ 
livers an unrivalled power-to-consumption ratio, world-first 
safety technology in the form of intelligent-adaptive cruise 
control, city-brake active system standard across all mod¬ 
els, a new infotainment and connectivity system and better 
suspension. 

Boot 

Where this car scores way above opposition in the seg¬ 
ment is the massive boot. If you need a compact SUV you 
also need the carrying space for luggage. And the CR-V 
knocks all the others into a cocked hat with 589 litres of boot 
space with the the rear seats in place. Fold these down and 
you get a huge 1,669 litres - mainly due to Honda’s Mag¬ 
ic Seats where the back seat bases fold upwards and the 
backs down to create a flat load bay and masses of prac¬ 
ticality. 

Handles in the boot allow you to do this in just one easy 
action. Loading larger items is made easier thanks to the 
wide tailgate which opens low. 

Storage space inside is also generous and caters well for 
family needs. There’s a large cubbyhole in the armrest, a 
big glovebox and door bins. 

The CR-V is relatively well equipped, with entry-level 
models coming with dual-zone climate control, 17in alloys 
wheels, multifunction steering wheel, heated electric mirrors 
and cruise control as standard. 

It’s available in four trim levels S, SE, SR and EX and in 
both two- and four-wheel drive, with the Navi option adding 
satellite navigation. 

There are three engine options - one petrol, a 2.0-litre 
with 155bhp and two 1.6-litre diesels with either 120bhp 
or 160bhp. If you want to keep running costs down then 
diesels are the best option with lower C02 emissions and 
greater efficiency. 

I spent some time in the top-of-the-range 1.6 i-DTEC EX 
9AT 4WD and really couldn’t fault it. While I didn’t need the 
4WD in my dry, summer driving, the car proved comfortable 
and stable running around the lanes near where I live and 
also on A-road driving with a full complement of passen¬ 
gers and some light luggage.

To all of this add Honda’s strong reputation for build qual¬ 
ity and reliability, and it really is up there at the top of the 
compact SUV sector. 

Prices start at £22,345 for the CR-V 2.0 i-VTEC S 2WD and 
rise to £34,120 for the range-topper that I drove.
